He v/as advised 
at that time that no further action could be taken on his application until 
he had received his college degree. In June 1953 HURLEY furnished the Minne¬ 
apolis Office with the names of several persons m hew York who HURLEY felt 
would warrant investigation. This information concerned a supposedly illegal 
operation performed by a displaced German doctor on the doctor's sister. The 
files also show that HURLEY was involved as a defendant in a restraint action 
when he resided in a veteran housing project, Sioux Falls, South Dakota. This 
restraint action concerned danage allegedly caused by HURLEY to his apartment. 
City Court of Sioux Falls, South Dakota decided against HURLEY and rendered 
judgment in the amount of $25.00 against him. The files of the Minneapolis 
Office do not contain any information of a subversive nature concerning 
HURLEY.

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GET ON WITH THE SUIT 

On Jan 16 Secretary ot the Treasury 
Humphrey announced that he was going 
to sue Gov Bracken Lee of Utah for col¬ 
lection of unpaid 1955 income tax The 
governor had informed the internal rev¬ 
enue service that he refused to pay that 
portion of tax not covered by withholdings 
from his salary, over which he had no 
control His purpose wa% to compel the 
government to establish what constitu¬ 
tional warrant it had. if any, to appro¬ 
priate taxpayers' funds for foreign aid. 

A month and a half after Secretary 
Humphrey’s announceme nt, we have 
heard of no suit We surmise that the 
government is not precisely anxious to 
get a- determination of this issue 

In fact, it would be interesting to leam 
where in the Constitution such spending 
is authorised Spending by the govern¬ 
ment is carefully restricted in the Con¬ 
stitution to “the common defense and 
general welfare of the United States," not 
of any other nation or of the world at 
large Yet spending is lavished on nations 
which, ceased to be our allies in war in 
1945, and on nations which never were 
our allies 

The Constitution gives power to Con¬ 
gress “ to com money “ and ” to borrow 
money on the credit of the United States,” 
but not to lend money or to give it away, 
either at home or abroad As Thomas 
James Norton observes, "What is ex¬ 
pressed in a Constitution is equivalent to 
a prohibition of what is not expressed " 

Not too long before the Constitutional 
convention of 1787, Louis XIV had kept Eu¬ 
rope embroiled in wars by loans or grants 
of money to belligerent rulers Did the 
Constitution intend to give this same 
power to Congress’ It did not say so 
The power was, therefore, withheld by 
the people from their servants

Yet this system of handouts, grounded 
on the practices of an absolute monarch, 
ii et'poused today by internationalists, 
forever braying about "democracy ’’ The 
(hietime of internationalism was explored 
at the last convention of the American 
Historical association Prof Harry' R

authority, but in the face of a denial of 
authority under the Constitution 

So we think it would be well if Ihe 
treasury should take up Gov Lee's chal¬ 
lenge and endeavor to cite its constitu¬ 
tional authority for picking the people’s 
pockets to benefit foreign nations Maybe 
the government lawyers are delaying 
because, search the books as they may, 
they can find no power to do so 
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TRTH OF U NITED W\ - /veteran's political or\^ization seen in u.s. 

A large number of American War Veterans of the various previous wars m which 
America has played a part since 1898, in answer to an ever-increasing, vicious, 
false, economy-minded, anti-veteran sentiment now seemingly prevalent through¬ 
out this nation, met together in Minneapolis, Minnesota on May 29th, 1956. 

This meeting was for the express purpose of '•eorganizing and forming the Amer¬ 
icans Ve tera n's League, a Veteran's United Political Action Committee, semi- 
political In nature, with membership to be comprised of all honorably discharged 
war veterans of all wars in which America has so gloriously participated m her 
past history, with associate membership for veteran's wives, mothers, sisters and 
orphans of war veterans and other similarly related patriotic groups in United States. 

This organization was first incorporated under the laws of the State of Missouri 
with a charter being granted July 15, 1932 for a fifty year period, for the benefit 
of all war veterans and veteran dependents -hen affected by the Roosevelt so-called 
Economy Act which eliminated or reduced veteran pensions and war disability 
compensation payments. 

Among other items, in addition to that of benevolent welfare for veterans, this 
group had as one of its purposes, the exerting of influence upon public opinion to 
combat all attempts at dictatorship and the open and undercover acts to undermine 
the high principles of true Americanism, through subversive and un-American 
methods and maneuvers; to unite all veterans, their dependents, the various 
veteran associations, auxiliaries and other patriotic groups and individuals of un¬ 
questionable loyalty to American ideals and principles into one large, semi- 
political American party, irrespective of what wars its potential members served 
in, in order to more effectively uphold and perpetuate our American doctrines and 
traditions of our liberties, freedoms and institutions as granted to us by our Found¬ 
ing Fathers under our U.S. Constitution and Bills of Rights, thereto. 

Another purpose was the encouragement of a fill analysis and study of the Consti¬ 
tution of the United States by members of this league, together with the recommen¬ 
dation and co-operation of this study among the school children of this country; and 
by a course of comprehensive study and appreciation of the conceptions and ideals 
as are enunciated in the Constitution, to engender a more wholesome respect and 
love for the mandates as given xn that instrument; by this course of study to en¬ 
lighten the citizenry to the necessity of preserving our Country and thus provide 
another potent body in the assistance of the preservation of the ideals, happiness 
and tranquility of our American people against any and all forms of socialistic 
Communism and its kindred doctrines of On«»-Worldism. 




With this nation now at the cross-roads between good, sound, sane, common- 
sense conservative American form of government and the alien, subversive, un- 
American, foreign ideologies and fake philosophies of One-World Internationalism, 
and its many spider web supra-governmental affiliates, the need for such an organ¬ 
ization as thejC^mencan Veteran's League is more imperative and urgent today 
than ever before in the history of this nation; by uniting all veteran groups and in¬ 
dividual veterans together toward a common objective of America, First, Last 
and Always, this organization can serve as a powerful political factor in helping 
determine public opinion in the coming fall elections, as well as in later years, in 
helping elect to office those candidates who are willing to stand up and be counted 
as fighters in behalf of the American war velerans and American way of life, who 
in the past have offered or given their ALL to this nation in time of need, to help 
this country survive and make the United Stares, the great nation it is today; those 
candidates for public office who will fight for a'l principles and the other things 
American, over and above those of Internationslism of one-world ideas and pagan 
thinking. f 
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Such an organization of some 26,000,000 veterans of the past American wars, with 
their wives, mothers, sisters, fathers and brothers of these veterans cannot only 
defeat those seekers after public office who work against the veteran's welfare and 
nation's interest as well as against the people themselves who helped elect them to 
office, but can elect and place in office, not only those war veterans of known hon¬ 
or and integrity from within their own ranks, but from the outside non-veteran 
world as well, who will uphold American ideals and they thus can put out of public 
office, those present incumbents and office holders who would and who have, ex¬ 
ploited the war veterans of this nation, in order that foreign, undependable and un¬ 
reliable allies and potential enemies from other nations, might benefit from the 
financial bread-basket of American industry at the expense, hardship and misery 
of those American war veterans and her dependents. 

It is the hope of the veteran league founders, that the members will put nation 
above political partisan loyalty, from the precinct and ward levels upward, which 
these same war veterans cannot now do under their present United States chartered 
veteran organizations and thus under the new group they can then bring back to our 
American Republic, the ideals, freedoms and liberties which have made this na¬ 
tion known throughout the wide world and will eliminate any and all forms of 
tyranny, oppression and injustices as now are being placed upon those who have 
served their country in times of great need and in battle. 

The supreme effort of all the members of the American Veteran's League will be 
to completely eradicate all un-American and subversive activities against the 
United States by any and all organizations, irrespective of what name or method 
they may adopt, which tends to put Internationalism ahead of American National¬ 
ism and to see that all of America’s war veterans are treatest honestly, fairly, 
without bias or discrimination or further delay and with justice to all those who in 
the past have sacrificed so greatly for then country. 

It is planned that the American Veteran's League, being a non-profit, semi- 
political organization, will be operated and maintained solely through a Contribu¬ 
tory basis, by those able to do so, either by a Contributory or Sustaining member¬ 
ship, in lieu of payment of dues, which system has a tendency to work a hardship 
upon those veterans who are past employable age, partially or totally disabled 
through non-service disabilities, reduced compensation, lack of pensions and/or 
other conditions beyond the veteran's control, but who yet by reason of patriotism 
and loyalty to country and flag are able to and desirous of participating in matters 
of veteran's welfare, civic pride and betterment and vitally concerned with the 
future of America. 

The American Veteran's League was honored in having as its First President or 
Commander, one of the original founders, the Hon. Albert Schweitzer, a former 
St. Louis, Missouri mayor, attorney and prosecutor, who was a veteran of both 
the Spanish War and World War I. 

He had co-operating with him in this founding another veteran of these same two 
wars, the Hon. Julius Anderson of the Missouri State Legislature, mayor of River- 
view Gardens, a suburb of St. Louis. He was also Commander of one of the largest 
Spanish War Camps in that state, in addition lo being Judge Advocate of the Spanish 
War Veterans. He later succeeded as President of the League upon the death of 
Comrade Schweitzer, under whom the group continued m growth and progress for 
some years, especially on matter political and veteran's legislation in the state of 
Missouri, until in later years interest began to lag and the group temporarily dis¬ 
banded. but keeping the charter alive. 
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Through past contact With and permission from League President Anderson, now 
in retirement at age 83 in Forida, who is interested in reviving the organization, 
the charter was brought to light by another veteran buddy of World War I, Harry 
H. Kirchman of Minneapolis, Minnesota, and immediate organization efforts again 
got under way under Kirchman 1 s leadership, with the assistance of veterans from 
each of the other wars, insurrections and ''police actions" since 1898. 

Mr. Kirchman is a charter member of Mill City Barracks, No. 233, World War I 
veterans, Minneapolis, and was also one of the founders of A. G. Clarke Post No. 7, 
American Legion, Ft. Kamehameha, Honolulu, and other later veteran organiza¬ 
tions. He is a Past Commander and was instrumental in helping organize Bermuda 
Base Veteran's Post, at Ft. Bell, composed of both V. F. W. and American Legion 
members stationed there m 1941 and under which British possession, an American 
charter could not be obtained for the American veteran organizations. He has been 
greatly interested and active in various veteran affairs and political matters for 
the past 37 years and in 1954 was a candidate or State Senator, state of Minnesota, 
at the request of his comrade and buddy veterans, and he feels that the National 
Tribune Stars and Stripes is accomplishing i wonderful work in behalf of all veter¬ 
ans and is one of the few remaining newspapers today where the true facts may be 
ascertained as they relate to veteran and government affairs. 

Incidentally, the new leader of the American Veteran's League is also a profession¬ 
al Construction Engineer and has been engaged in a great number of large and 
important projects, both here in the United States and overseas in the West Indies, 
Japan, Turkey and off-shore bases. He knows from experience and from taling 
with the man-on-the-street in those places how little our efforts to help are appre¬ 
ciated by these foreign nations and of the needless waste and vast expenditures 
taking place in these countries --a t the expense of the American tax¬ 
payer. 

Several worthwhile resolutions of great merit were introduced during the session 
of the American Veteran's League in Minneapolis, for immediate consideration and 
action as well as attention by the various other veteran organizations and individ¬ 
uals throughout the country, as not being in line with American nationalistic think¬ 
ing, principles and ideals and as being against the wishes of the American people 
as a whole and more especially against the war veterans of all past American wars. 
They are presented herewith: 

1. The wasteful and extravagant spending of billions and billions of hard-earned 
American dollars on needless, long-range, foreign-aid programs of econom¬ 
ic aid to unreliable and undependable allies who are already 50% or more 
socialistic and communistic in their thirking and actions; while at the same 
time our own government cannot balance its budget due to heavy indebtedness 
or lower the excessive taxes which have been placed against the American 
people. 

2. The peacetime conscription of our growing manhood into the military services 
to help defend foreign nations and vestec interests on foreign soil while at the 
same time, these nations refuse to adopt conscription as a means toward 

, their own defense. 

3. The infamous Status of Forces Treaty under which our military personnel 
serving abroad against their will in foreign countries are themselves denied 
the rights and protection of our very Constitution and flag which they have 
been called upon to fight for. 
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4. The past delay in Congressional legislation upon the recommendation of the 
President and the findings and recommendations of the Bradley Commission 
and the "Hardy" bill, relating to the elimination of veteran pensions, veteran 
preference and reduced disability compensation payments and the substitu¬ 
tions instead, of meager and insufficiem Social Security payments, 

5. The failure of the President of the United States to accept the original 
Bncker Amendment or similar legislation limiting the powers of a Chief 
Executive to make treaties with foreign nations, except through joint Con¬ 
gressional action of both houses of Congress. 

6. The unjust, illegal and confiscatory taxation of the American peoples and 
veterans of this nation far beyond their ability to pay, through the processes 
of the Withholding Tax provision of the Internal Revenue Act of the United 
States. 

7. The mass immigration of foreign nationals, displaced persons and former 
enemies of this nation into the United States over and above any regularly 
established quota of the McCarron-Walter Act and the proposed elimination 
by the President of the United States of ihe finger printing of such immi¬ 
grants which can endanger the security of this nation, in addition to having a 
tendency to place more war veterans among the unemployed and upon the re¬ 
lief rolls of the United States. 

8. The sales and disposal of many of our strategic materials, supplies and 
equipment to unreliable allies and potential enemies, through our allies and 
neutral nations and the giving away of our surpluses abroad without recom¬ 
pense for same. 

9 The immoral acts committed by our Presidents in relation to the Korean War 
(police action), the most perfidious being the betrayal and abandonment of 
American military personnel by withholding tactical and strategic support 
and protection when needed, by permitting trading with the enemy by our 
allies and thus providing the means to kill off our men in uniform and our 
government’s failing under United Nation's leadership, to take any resolute 
action to liberate those still held in cuplivity by the withdrawal of our troops 
under a so-called Armistice Agreement and thereby leaving those troops to 
an unknown, barbarous fate in Red hands and while our sons backed America, 
America failed to back our sons . 

10. The usurpation of State's Rights by the U. S.Supreme Court through alleged 
executive mandate without proper Congressional action and ratification by the 
several states of the union for the granting of such powers. 

11. The setting aside by Congress of one million (1,000,000) acres of land m 
Alaska and the proposed expenditure of welve and one-half million dollars 
($12, 500, 000) through a voice vote only, allegedly without a quorum present, 
for the proposed concentration and treatment of the "mentally ill", upon the 
affidavit of only one doctor and the reciprocity agreement for use between the 
states of the union and the territory of Alaska for the shipment of persons 
considered dangerous to the welfare of the nation to this American "Siberia”. 

12. The evil and vicious, corrupt Genocide D act, which has no place in the 

~1 American way of life and our American form of government, as granted us 
by our United States Constitution and the Bill of Rights, thereto. 
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13. The lack of Congressional support foi Senate Bill No. 276, under which the 
Universal African Nationalist Movement desires and needs financial support 
in the way of repayable loans in order that this group may help return their 
fellow negroes and themselves to Liberia in Africa to found a Republic of 
their own as per their own request and lo establish normal export-import 
trade between these nations and thus completely eliminate the question of 
race segregation within these United States and racial tension between the 
white and colored races. 

The organization of the American Veteran's League was originally formed in all 
sincerity and honesty of purpose, to help all veterans of all wars at the time of 
granting the charter in 1932 to those other noble and patriotic Missouri citizens 
who were fearful and apprehensive at that time as to the future of America, be¬ 
cause of the alien and foreign, subversive influences then at work to belittle and 
down grade all veterans and their dependents in their efforts to start a new life 
after return from these wars; thus causing them to lose faith and hope in them¬ 
selves, their fellow-man and America m order that this nation might more easily 
fall prey to foreign ideologies and thus become more easily destroyed. So will it 
be the aim of the newly reorganized group to remain steadfast and true to country 
and flag, in the interest of all America and her war veterans of the past, and God 
willing, to keep America for Americans as long as this nation has the fires of 
loyalty and patriotism running in her veins. 

The evil and pernicious forces of Communism and One-World Internationalism are 
never at rest, even at the tombs of our veteran unknown dead on Memorial Day in 
America and these subtle and nefarious influences must be defeated and completely 
done away with in these United States; and let us not forget those Immortal words of 
that great penman of our precious Declaration of Independence, Thomas Jefferson: 

"I swear, before God,eternal hostility over any form of tyranny over the 
mind of men!" 

CAN WE, AS VETERANS, of these past wars_DO LESS? 

We might in solemn thought, also take heed to the well chosen words of another 
great, loyal, fighting, American patriot, the Great Emancipator, "Honest Abe" 
Lincoln, from his First Message to Congress, December 3, 1861: 

"I bid the laboring people of the nation to beware of surrendering the power 
which they possess, and which if surrendered, will surely be used to shut 
the door of advancement for such as they, and will fix new disabilities and 
burdens upon all, until all of their liberties shall be lost 1 " 

Therefore, just as the Light of Freedom, sparked by the fires of patriotic Liberty, 
pushed away the black, ominous shadows of tyranny, injustices and oppression that 
first day at Lexington and Concord, which glow has since radiated down the corri¬ 
dors of Time in this Nation, so should we now be concerned with what part these 
liberties and freedoms will play in any new order of the future which is now attemp¬ 
ting to rear its head from the rums of the old, and m which future we war veterans 
and our coming posterity will have to live out our lives. 

May it therefore be said in closing, that the aim of the American Veteran's League 
is not to in any sense to take over or try to supplant any of the many splendid ver- 
eran organizations and their auxiliaries, bu< rather to act toward effective liaison 
between all veteran organizations and individuals in providing a necessary outlet 
for their political thought and action, which these organizations are now denied 



under their charters, possibly because of fear on the part of some of our Con¬ 
gress, that these veterans might like to have something to say about how their 
country is being governed and they might like to have something to say in helping 
shape American domestic and foreign policy. Therefore, members of these other 
veteran organizations and veterans who are affiliated with no such veteran groups, 
are cordially invited to participate in and with the American Veteran's League in 
order to help their own associations accomplish some of their own objectives po¬ 
litically, which in the past they have been unable to do because of charter 
restrictions. 

When any intelligent thinking person stops 1o consider all of this latent political 
power waiting to be energized into a closely-knit, militant, veteran relationship of 
all veterans combined, with their wives, mothers, sweethearts, daughters, wi¬ 
dows and other kin, it is really astounding. There exists no reason whatsoever 
why the veterans who have fought to make this nation the Land of the Free, should 
take a back seat in American political policy when we can ourselves "close ranks" 
and lead the assault m determining what is good for America and her people and 
what is definitely un-American and subversive and by our combined efforts assist 
in enacting legislation which is favorable and good, not only for the veterans of 
the past, but for the country as a whole. 

The American Veteran's League feels that every red-blooded American veteran of 
any American War should have no hesitancy whatsoever, in swearing to the pledge 
contained herein and recalling once again further words from Abraham Lincoln: 

"There is an important sense in which the government is distinct from the 
administration. One is PERPETUAL, the other. TEMPORARY AND 
CHANGEABLE. A man may be loyal to his Government and yet oppose 
the peculiar principles and methods of administration. 

"I insist that if there is anything which it is the Duty of the Whole People 
never to trust to any hands but their own and that thing is the preserva¬ 
tion and perpetuity of their own libertiea and institutions." 


PLFDGE 

I, , do hereby promise and vow upon my 

honor as a man (or woman) that I will ever strive to uphold the Constitution of the 
United States of America; that I will honor and respect the flag of our nation at all 
times, that I will not in any way, use this organization for personal gam or profit, 
that I will do all in my power to eliminate from our country, all foreign and un- 
American "isms", irrespective of name or origin; that I will put forth every effort 
to erase from our ballots, any and all un-American or disloyal parties or any 
members thereof, that do not in every way conform to the Constitution and tra¬ 
ditions of our country; that I shall ever strive for the upholding of freedom and 
liberty gained for us by our forefathers, that • will endeavor to cause others to be¬ 
come members of this organization of war veterans of all wars in which American 
people have taken part and to battle against those who would undermine and destroy 
the principles of America and our own individual liberty; that I will ever seek to 
accomplish these things by lawful means and lhat I will not allow personal gains or 
subversive influences to swerve me in fulfilling my duty as an American citizen and 
as the keeper of its laws and Constitution; and that I shall ever use my right and 
privileges as a voter and citizen of this nation to support those candidates and/or 


incumbents now in public office who sincerely have the welfare and interest of all 
war veterans and this country at heart and endeavor to fully support the United 
States Constitution and Bill of Rights, without subterfuge, equivocation or other 
means and methods not granted to them by the several states and the peoples there¬ 
of; that I will likewise do.all within my power toward opposing all un-American or 
International, Communist or other similar parties, societies, groups, organisa¬ 
tions, and Individuals of whatever nature nnd to require as far as possible, that all 
such organizations and individuals be compelled to show their purpose in organizing 
the sources of their finances, their proposed objectives and prove beyond a doubt 
that their doctrines are for the betterment and improvement of America as a 
whole and will not tend to weaken, disrupt, undermine or destroy this nation as 
planned and designed for us in the Declaration of Independence and the United ' 
States Constitution and amendments, thereto, and that I am motivated In part, 
only by a desire to uncover and expose certain facts pertaining to certain un-Amer¬ 
ican peoples and groups as to their plan of operations and possible accomplishment, 
which have for so long been hidden from the eyes of the world, in their effort to 
take away and deprive us of bur liberties and freedoms as we have come to know 
and recognize them as belonging to and being a part of these United States and the 
wonderful documents thereto as given us by our Founding Fathers of the American 
Revolution which through these many years have been the signal light and guidepost 
which has shown us the way to Life, Liberty and Pursuit of Happiness.

Minneapolis letter of 8-24-60 reports that Paul B, Hurley, 

I Minneapolis, Minnesota, in his campaign for election to the state 
legislature distributed literature which claims he joined the Socialist 
Workers Party (SUP) in 1954 at the request of the FBI, His literature, 
which is dated 1-20-60, states the FBI has -warned that the major issue 
propagandized by the Communist Party (CP) is peaceful coexistence. 
Thereafter, the literature, which is rambling, attacks Senator Hubert 
Humphrey and Governor Freeman of Minnesota alleging that they have 
surrendered the state to the communists for political reasons. The 
literature claims that the information was furnished by "Former Chief 
Investigator for the U, S, Department of Justice" and others, Minneapolis 
Office recommends that Hurley be admonished concerning use of the FBI's 
name in his literature and that he be soecifically questioned relative 
to the identity of the individual whom he refers to as "Former Chief 
Investigator for the U, S, Department of Justice," In the event he 
admits he was referring to himself in this capacity, Minneapolis feels 
that a signed statement should be solicited and the facts presented to 
the U, S. Attorney relative to an impersonation violation. 


Bureau file discloses that on 9-6-54 Hurley was interviewed 
at his request concerning information he professed to have about the SWP, 
It was the personal opinion of the interviewing Agent that Hurley was on 
the verge of mental instability and no action was taken to develop him 
as an informant. Under date of 7-1-56 he wrote a rambling letter to the 
Bureau on which Mr, Nichols noted "No answer, " In early 1959, Hurley, 
while attending a public meeting concerning interracial matters, made a 
statement "I have been affiliated witn the Minneapolis Office of the FBI 
and it was common knowledge in our office that both the local and 
|national nAACP organizations were run by the CP," On 3-19-59 he was 
admonished by Minneapolis Office for the statement and informed of the 
provisions of the Impersonation Statute, * )

OBSERVATIONS: 


Although Hurley attributed the information in his campaign 
literature of 1-20-60 to a "Former Chief Investigator for the U. S, 
Department of Justice" and others, there does not appear to be a 
violation of the Impersonation Statute or a matter of unauthorized 
disclosure of information obtained in an official capacity. However, 
since Hurley was never requested by the FBI to join any organization, 
he should be emphatically told to desist claiming he joined the SWP 
at the request of the FBI or using the FBI's name. Also, he should 
be clearly informed that this admonishment is not to be interpreted 
as an attempt to interfere with his running for public office,

by SA*s | _ I and I I of the Minne¬ 

apolis Office. HURLEY readily admitted that the literature in 
question was written and disseminated by himself. In regard 
to his reference to documentation by "Former Chief Investigator 
for the U. S. Department of Justice", HURLEY explained that this 
information was extracted from an article entitled, "Jungle Tom- 
Toms of Minnesota", by HARRY H. KIRCHMAN, copyright August, 1957. 


In regard to his statement concerning his joining the 
Socialist Workers Party at the request of the FBI, he felt that 
there may have been some misunderstanding on his part in this 
respect. He was emphatically instructed to cease making such 
comments in the future. HURL8Y was somewhat apologetic of his 
actions and indicated he was not fully aware of the possible 
inference And consequences. During the interview when these facts 
were brought to his attention, he agreed to refrain from linking 
himself with the FBI, in any future public statements. /
